NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


The  Urban  District  is  a Township  situated  in  the  centre  of 
a purely  agricultural  district ^ being  40  to  60  miles  av/ay  from 
any  large  cities  or . manufacturing  districts^  and  is  situated  on  a 
plateau  on  the  mountain  ranges  of  Mid-Fales  at  a height  of  720  feet 
above  sea  level  and  looks  Y/est  to  noi'th-west^  in  uhich  direction  it 
is  sheltered  by  the  Plynlimon  Mountains  and  the  Mountains  to  the 
South. 


Its  sheltered  position  on  a hillside  ^ith  clay  soils ^ makes 
its  dimate  healthy^  bracing  and  congenial, 

OCCUPATIONS , — The  Spa  is  a health  and  holiday  resort  vvith 
a small  residential  population^  the  only  occupation  of  the  inhabit- 
ants being  the  keeping  of  boarding  xiouses  and  the  necessary  social 
services. 

The  natural  medicinal  waters  vith  the  Spa  Establishments 
are  available  throughout  the  year^  but  the  chief  season  extends 
from  May  to  October.  During  this  period  of  1937^  the  Town  received 
a fair  numiber  of  visitors  ^ho  came  either  for  treatments^  to  take 
the  waters^  or  for  a quiet  and  restful  holiday^  for  which  the  Tovm 
is  noted. 

The  amount  of  unemployment  is  variable  and  thi'oughput 
the  year  there  was  a,  great  deal  of  work  on  roads  and  Post  Office 
Engineering  constructions. 

As  stated  in  previous  reports^  many  seasonal  workers ^ the 
majority  being  m^omen  and  girls ^ are  engaged  from  outside  the 
district^  chiefly  from  the  mining  areas  of  South  Vitales . 

Although  there  is  no  noticeable  distress  in  the  district 
due  to  unemployment  of  the  labouring  classes ^ it  is  noticeable 
that  those  residents  controlling  small  boarding  houses  and  those 
shop-keepers  who  do  a large  credit  trade  are  finding  it  more 
difficult  each  year  financially  and  it  is  regrettable  that  no 
industries  can  be  started  in  or  near  the  Tovm^  A’.'herby  the  income 
of  the  Town  can  be  increased.

1 , Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area, 

Water  Supply,  As  there  are  three  supplies  in  the  district,  I v;il 
deal  with  each  soparatelyo 
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(a)  o Practically  the  vhiole  of  the  To\m  is  served  by  a piped 
supply  on  the  constant  syston.^ through  the  mains  of  the  Council’s 
Waterworks » 


The  water  for  this  supply  is  that  obtained  from  the  River 
Ithon^  at  a point  upstream  of  the  Toim=  The  water  is  purified  by 
the  addition  of  Alumina  Ferric^  in  varying  proportions  and 
averaging  2 grains  per  gallon » The  water  is  filtered  through  a 
battery  of  five  mechanical  filters  and  then  sterilized  by  the 
addition  of  ’’Chloros”  (lO^  solution  of  Chlorine)  which  injection 
varies  between  3 to  4 parts  per  million  gallons  of  water. 

The  water  has^  during  the  year,  been  tested  daily  for  the 
amount  of  free  chlorine  in  the  water  after  one  hour’s  contact  of 
the  sterilizing  agent,  this  being  maintained  at  0.3  to  Od  parts 
per  million  gallons  of  water. 

During  the  year  several  happenings  occurred.  In  May  it  was 
found  that  three  of  the  mechanical  filters  were  ’'nrking  stiff  and 
when  dismantled  it  'was  found  that  the  filtrate  was  gurrimy  from  the 
top  to  the  bottom.  This  heaviness  was  put  down  to  the  exceptional 
heavy  vork  required  by  the  filters  to  cleanse  and  piurify  a crude 
river  water  'without  previous  sedimentation  of  organic  matter. 

In  June,  two  bacteriological  analyses  were  reported  to  be 
unsatisfactory  cind  action  was  taken  to  trace  the  contamination. 

This  was  traced  to  the  open  storage  reservoir  which,  as  reported 
by  me  in  my  report  of  193^,  had  been  cleaned  of  sand.  The  tank 
vms  then  put  out  of  action. 

Late  in  June,  complaints  were  received  of  the  extremely  bitter 
taste  in  the  Ytater  supply  and  it  was  decided  to  call  in  Doctor 
Beale,  of  the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories,  London,  to  make 
an  examination  of  the  ww.ole  Undertaking.  The  report  of  Dr.  Beale 
upon  his  inspection  was  received  in  the  middle  of  July  and  contain- 
ed details  of  samples  of  water  taken  by  him  and  by  yhr  Sanitary 
Inspector,  and  terminated  with  recommendations  for  the  improvement 
of  the  supply.  Certain  items  of  this  recommendations  were  immediate- 
ly put  into  effect  and  for  the  remainder,  which  are  constructional, 
the  necessary  plans  are  being  drafted  out. 

The  bacteriological  reports  on  the  water  after  June  were  very 
good  and  the  taste  trouble  was  minimised  by  the  expei  i.r.erital  use  of 
Ammonium  Sulphate  i,  iection  into  the  crude  vrater  before  filtration 
at  the  rate  of  3 parts  per  million  gallons  of  water. 

Water  Supply  (b) .This  supply  is  from  three  springs  situated 
above  the  north  end  of  the  Tovm  and  supplies  this  end  with  water 
during  wet  seasons.  The  gathering  grounds  of  the  springs  is  surface 
collection  and  early  in  the  year  the  collecting  pipes  were  lifted, 
cleaned  and  relayed.  In  Ilover^ber  a sample  of  this  wuter  wus  take'^ 
for  becteriological  analyses  and  found  to  contain  Coli„  Another 
sample,  taken  in  December,  was  found  to  be  pure. 

Water  Supply  (c) . This  supply  is  that  maintained  by  the 
Doldowlod  Estate  Company  and  supplies  premises  erected  upon  their 
estate.  During  August  the  supply  became  very  dirty  and  insufficient 
and  it  was  necessary  for  them  to  carry  out  the  cleansing  of  the  i 
storage  reservoir,  sedimentation  tanks  and  collecting  pipes.  During 
the  carrying  out  of  these  rorks,  ’water  was  supplied  to  the  Company 
through  the  Council’s  mains,  a volume  of  700^000  gallons  being 
supplied.  After  the  carr'ying  out  of  the  alterations,  the  supply  of 
water  from  this  source  was  good. 

Works  of  maintenance  and  repair  Y\rere  carried  out  on  the 
Council’s  supplymains  during  the  year  and  six  'new  connections  to 
houses  were  made.  The  scraping  of  300  lin  yards  of  water  mains  was 


r 


carried  out  and  a length  of  120  yards  of  2-inch  main  l8.id,  this 
latter  to  connect  up  two  dead  ends  which  for  some  years  have 
caused  discolouration  in  the  v/ater  of  adjoining  premises® 

(ii).  Drainage  and  Sewerap:e,  Further  v/orhs  of  relief  sewering 
and  the  seperation  of  surface  water  from  the  sewers  has  been 
carried  out. 

A new  sewer  comprising  9-inch  and  6-inch  glazed  socket 
pipes  of  a total  length  of  200  yards  was  laid  under  the  Private 
Street  Works  Act,  1892,  this  sewer  being  joined  up  to  the  existing 
system  to  carry  storm  v/ater  and  also  to  prevent  flooding  in  eight 
houses  ® 

A length  of  120  yards  of  9-inch  surface  wa,ter  drain  v/as  also 
laid  to  carry  away  surface  water  which  was  previously  entering 
the  foul  water  sewerage  system. 

A further  scheme  has  been  planned  by  the  Surveyor  and 
Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  laying  of  a 9-inch  and  12-inch  relief 
sewer  for  the  major  length  of  one  of  the  chief  sowers  and  this 
scheme  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  sanction  to 
borrow  the  money  for  its  construction. 

Scv/crago  Disposal.  The  sedimentation  tanks  and  ^rit  chambers 
at  the  Rhydllyndu  and  Ddolc  Road  Disposal  V/orks  v/erc  cleaned  out 
during  the  year  and  extra  sludge  lagoons  constructed  at  Rhydllyndu 
for  the  reception  s.nd  drying  of  sludge. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams,  Action  was  .taken  in  one  case  to  chock 
the  pollution  of  a stream  by  oil  and  laundry  waste.  Now  drains  v/ero 
laid  at  the  promises  and  the  pollution  stopped. 

3.  (i)  Closet  Accomodation.  All  properties  in  the  Tov/n  have  v/ash~ 
down  closets  v/ith  water  supplied  from  the  Council  ’s  Waterv/orks, 
with  the  exception  of  six  cottages  and  various  farmsteads  in  thc- 
outlying  areas.  There  is  no  sower  near  to  the  cottages  for  drainage. 

(ii)Public  Cleansing.  The  services  in  connection  with  house 
and  trade  refuse  collection  and  disposal,  street  cleansing  and 
public  conveniences,  arc  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  ovm  staff. 

The  collection  and  transport  of  refuse  is  cau'ricd  out  by 
the  Council  Refuse  Motor  Vehicle  and  in  August  of  1937,  a new 
lov/  loading  dustless  loader  was  put  into  service.  The  original 
vehicle,  which  had  been  in  service  for  nine  years  was  retained  for 
use  on  refuse  removal  and  other  work. 

The  disposal  is  by  incineration  in  a treble  retort  of 
*’Horscf all”  construction. 

A scheme  for  the  hire  of  refuse  bins  was  drafted  up  in 
September,  1937  but  no  fuirther  action  has  been  taken  in  the  natter. 

In  October  of  1937  a hand  baling  machine  v/a.s  obtained  for 
the  bailing  of  tins  which  were  becoming  a great  nuisance,  due  to 
the  accumulation  filling  up  the  tip  rapidly  and  forming  harbours 
for  the  breeding  of  rats  and  flies.
